Sixty IVriKiim Drowned on a Wrocked 


Itrliilfi!—Much Lumber Ixist. 


WILLIA.VISPORT, Pa., June 5.—Will- 


lamsport is utterly prostrated by the 
greatest flood in her history. 
Even the 


great flood of 1865 is eclipsed. Then tho 
water rose to the height of twenty-eight 
leet, and this time it was thirty-one

ever, equal to the story of tho disaster 
which occurred on the Market street

Sentiment Prevail* Over Science. 


A loud cry of indignation arose from 


the lips of the vast multitude and the 
warnings of science were lost in the 
eager demands of those that sought the 
remains of friends. The hose wag again 
turned on the hissing flame, and again 
the flames yielded to the water. 


It is almost impossible to conceive the 


extent of these sickening ruins. An area 
of eight or ten acres above the dam u 
covered to a depth of foity feet with 
shattered houses, borne from the resi- 
dent center of Johnstown.

"It is my opinion that at least twenty 


people were drowned from tho trains. 
In fact, I cun count that many missing 
myself, and the death rate may go as 
high as forty. There was one parlor car 
and three sleepers on tho express and 
several other c.irs. We did not know of 
the fl(Kid until about three seconds tie- 
fore it was upon us.

Work of tile Reicuera at Joluntown. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—The re- 


covery of bodies has taken up the time 
of thousands. 
The theory now is that 


most of those killed by the torrent are 
buried beneath the debris. Six bodies 
were taken out of one pile of rubbish not 
eight feet square. 


I!o(ll<-§ an Plentiful as lMg». 


The truth is that bodies are almost as 


plentiful as logs amid the swirl of wa- 
ters, but tho bodies under and the logs 
and debris on top, in the general stack- 
ing up of the animate and inanimate 
Ihe rigidity of arms standing out at 
right angles to the bloated and bruised 
bodies, shows that death in 99 cases out 
of 100 took place amid the ruins; that is 
after the wreck of houses had closed 
over them. Dr. D. G. Foster is of the 
opinion that most of the victims were 
killed by coming in voilent contact with 
objects in the river, and not by drown- 
ing. 


Three hundred bodies were recovered 
yesterday. 


Body Tlileven Lynched. 


A party of searchers saw two men ' 


robbing the body of a woman. 
The 


thieves were caught and in one of their 
pockets was found a lady's ear entire 


wave—like a wall of water, sw'eep- 


jng everything l>efore it. The immense 
ir^a works of the Cambria Iron com- 
oajiy, employing 7,000 men (the second 
jajgest iron works in this country), were 
buned out of sight, except the roofs and 
chimney tops, and those- soon began to 
crumble and disappear under the batter- 
tag of the floating timbers. Half the 
tofvn seemed to lie lifted from its founda- 
tions and swept away at once. The 
toVn was now afloat. Many had taken 
warning and fled to the higher ground, 
but thousand of men, women and child- 
ren were swept away, their heart-rend- 
ing cries rising abovo the crash of the 
smashing houses.

An Immense Gorge. 


The mass of wreck, water, 
dead

tlilckened into a dam. It clung to the 
bjjdge and the hollow of the hill. It 
fathered strength with every piece of 
Hjeok and every body that was crushed 
nlo it, and bound them all together into 
»tangled wall, closing up half the out- 
et towards which the waterhurled their 
flood. 
House after house added its 


wreck to the heap until it formed a 
angled mass from thirty to sixty feet 
nock, rising high above the water and 
stretching back three fourths of a mile 
along the curve of the hill. 


Fire Adds Its Horrors. 


From some unknown cause, probably 


an overturned stove, the upper part of 
the wreckage caught fire. At first it 
burned slowly, and a long line of smoke 
was seen slowly mounting in the air. 
It looked to those who witnessed the 
sfcene from the opposite bank of the 
Conemaugh as if a funeral pyre had 
beon lighted, and it was indeed that, for 
on the mass of houses and other wreck- 
age were crowds of men, women and 
children. They had remained in their 
almost destroyed homes, thinking it was 
better to remain there than to trust 
themselves to the rushing waters. When 
they saw the timl>er on hre they realized 
their awful situation, and their screams 
were soon added to tho awful chorus of 
horror. They were literally roasted on 
the flood. 


Before the fire burned itself out, other 


buildings and their half drowned in- 
mates were thrown against the mass, 
Thus the terrible scene was repeated. 
Then the fire suddenly went out, the

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 4.—A gang of 


M)0 men was put to work removing the 
debris around the Cambria iron mill. 
At almost every step dead bodies were 
unearthed and 
being carried to the 


I eimsylv.mia railroad station house and 
placed in coHins and laid on the plat- 
form for identification. 
One of the 


bodies found here was that of Mrs. 
Ogle, the telegraph operator who was 
hoard from in tho town only a moment 
beiore the flood struck the building. 


From the banks many scarred remains 


of victims of flames and flood are 
plainly visible as the receding waters 


reluctantly give up their dead. Beneath 
most every log or blackened beam a 
skull or a blanched remnant of ribs and 
limbs mark all that remain of life's 
hero??. 


All day yesterday the fii-e engines con- 


stantly played on the burning ruins. At 
times the fire seemed 
almost 
ex- 


tinguished, but flames suddenly broke 
out afresh in some new quarter. 


Warning* of a Pestilence. 


A sensation was created by the united 


remonstrance of the physicians against 
the extinguishment of the burnin^ 
wreck. They maintain, with a philosophy 
that to anxious searchers seems heart- 
less, that hundreds if not thousands of 
lifeless and decaying,bodies lie beneath 
this mass of burning ruins.

"It would be better," they say, "to 


permit nature's greatest scavenger, the 
flames, to pursue its work unmolested 
than to further decay the horde of putre- 
fying bodies that lie beneath this debris, 
There can be but one result. 
Days will 


elapse before the debris can be suffi- 
ciently removed to permit the recovery 
of these bodies, and long ere that every 
corpse will be a putrid mass, yielding 
forth those frightful emanations of de- 


tendency to frighten them off in nearly 
every case. One Hungarian was caught 
in the act of robbing the body of an old 
lady, but protesting that he got nothing, 
was released. It was afterward found 
that he had taken $100 from the corpse. 
Threats to lynch the thieves on sight 
also had a good effect in keeping them 
away. 


Two Thousand lioiliea liuriied. 


It is thought by many that fully 2,000 


persons were burned to death in the de- 
bris at the bridge.

announced that they will rebuild their 
plant at once. 


The work of burying the dead is pro- 


ceeding rapidly and necessarily with 
scant ceremony, as decomposition has 
set in in most cases.

and for four long hours ho sat there wiitch- 
Ing for the wildcat to show herself, not dar- 
ing to light up for fear of attracting tho ani- 
mal's attention. 


When he had about made up his mind to 


nil Us pipe and start for homo he hud tho 
good luck to get sight of tlio object of his 
search. She was creeping stealthily from tlio 
bulsido toward tho rivulet, only a few yards 
from where Macomber was concealed, 1111 
her movements showed that she was bent o 
catching something. Within a fow feet o 
the brook tho wildcat stoppod.and for five o 
six minutes she sat perfectly still.

Johnstown, before the flood, was lo-

It lies in a point of land between Cone- 
maugh creek and Stony creek, as Pitts- 
burg lies between the Monongahela and 
the Allegheny. Stony creek and Cone- 
maugh creek come together there and 
form the Conemaugh river. The stone 
railroad bridge spans the Conemaugh 
river just below the town. The massive 
stonework stood firm— fatallv firm. The 
big lumber boom up Stony creek burst 
and the rushing water hurled its thous- 
ands of logs into the flooded sections of 
Johnstown and Kernvill borough, lying 
just across the creek.

Both Q» 
them went to tho ravine the neit morning-to 
look at tho trap. Before they had got in 
sight of it they heard a wildcat yowling and 
screaming further up tho ravine, and they 
hurried on, feeling satisfied that tho mother 
wildcat had stumbled into the trap during 
tho night Mucornber said ho was a little 
taken back and a bit provoked when ho 
looked through tho iron rods oil top of tho 
trap, for, instead of finding the sho cat iusido 
a big buck wildcat had his back humped up 
against the rods, and was snarling and spit- 
ting nnd scratching to get out. Macomber 
said he knocked tho male wildcat iu tho head, 
hauled him out, aud reset tho trap with the 
same unit, as the buck wildcat had uot dis- 
turbed it. 


Each morning Mncomber and his sou wen 


up to the ravine, but they didn't find the tra 
spruug until tho fourth day. It then had 
screaming sho wildcat iu it, aud Macombe 
and Archer let her scream and began b 
search for her nest.

most altoRetl ier of cotton, tobacco, meats, 
brotulstufTs, butter nnd cheese. These 
articles constitute 07 percent, of farm 
producta exported. 


Tho largest crop Is of course corn. Of 


that 1,731,801,533 bubhtls are produced 
annually 
Wo export only C8,000,000, 


using the n at at homo. Mr. Dodge's 
figures show that Europe raises much 
moi on heat than Americans suppose, her 
annual crop amounting to 1,200,000,000 
bushels 
America does not raise nearly 


so much, oui crop footing up only half a 
billion bushi Is 
Of this, however, we 


export to Euiopc 03,000,000. Besides her 
own crop, it takes 144,000,000 bushels of 
wheat additional to feed Europe. 


Russia alone produces more rj e than 


tho whole United Slates does 
But no 


countiy cxc< pt tho United States pro- 
duces much Indian corn 
Great Britain 


alone takes tlirce-quaiteisof the corn wo 
export. We export no rice at all, al- 
though Europe imports and uses every 
year 1,000,0011,000 pounds. 


All but tlirt o countries of Europe make 


at homo more butler and cheese than 
they need. Tut-so three are Great Britain, 
Belgium and Portugal, and they import 
annually 25,000,000 pounds of butter. 
Hero tho United States gets in somrgood 
work, sending to these countiies 24,000,- 
000 pounds. Luropo imports annually 
140,000,000 pounds of cheese, and of this 
wo send her 118,000,000. 
We have thus 


practically command of tho butter and 
chcebo Euiopcan maiket 
Yet some of

ploma and was a giaduate of a nonnal 
institute 
The institutes w ere in all cases 


"co-eds," and more women than men 
usually took the com so. These schools 
as w i II as the old fashioned teachers' in 
stitutc, still flourish and do much good 


Then another summer school took its 


use 
Tins was that of 
which the 


Chautauqim Cuelo is the type. Persons 
of a religious tendency naturally gath- 
eted at tho same spot for summer recre- 
ation.

One-third of all the space in the ma- 


chinery hall in Paris is occupied by 
American inventions. The hall itself is 
the largest building ever enclosed under 
one toof, being over a quarter of a mile 
long. The power required to run the 
machinery in this huge building is four 
times as much as was supplied to the 
French exhibition of 1878. 


One of our supposed model machines 


is a contrivance for salting and coloring 
dany butter". But as Europeans do not 
use salted butter and do not like it, the 
Ficnch have invented an equally skillful 
contrivance for taking the salt all out 
again. Both machines are on exhibition, 
and the spectator can tako his choice. 


Tho exhibit of American inventive 


genius at Pans is cei tainly wondei ful. 
Wo have not, however, advanced very 
greatly in the matter of agricultural ma- 
chineiy since 1878. Other nations have 
caught up several of our mechanical 
ideas and unproved on them till they 
sometimes sin pass the original designs.

Divorce Figures. 


In twenty years in tho United Sta'tes 


divorces have increased 157 per cent. 
They have grown in number more than 
twice as rapidly as the population. In 
twenty years there have been 828,710 
divorces granted. The cause of tho in- 
crease is largely to be found in the fact 
that the laws hare been changed in the 
direction of easy divorce. 
Married 


people are not eo much more wicked 
than they were, but the laws allow them 
to get rid of each other more easily. 


There are far fewer divorces in the south 


than in the north, but even there the 
rate is steadily increasing. 
In South 


Carolina there were only 163 divorces in 
he twenty years from 1860 to 
1886. 


a Delaware in 1870 there was one divorce 
to 23,687 married couples. 
In 1880 ii 


was one to 5,541. In the same ten years 
:he divorce rate increased in Louisiana 
rom one to 4,570 to one to 1,629. 
New York is the only state in which 
ie figures nre inverted. Divorces in 
870 were one to 1,133, and in 1880 one 
o 1,151. This is because divorce in New 
Tork is allowed for one cause only. Un- 
mppy New York couples go to other 
tates to reside temporarily until they 
ire freed from bonds.

At the naval station of China the 


United States has now only three naval 
vessels, the Marion, tte Ornaha and the 
Palos. Tho Marion and the Omaha have 
a coast line of over 2,000 miles to guard, 
tho Palos not being adapted to heavy sea 
work. Tho latest report is, indeed, that 
tho Palos has been lost on the voyage 
from Tientsin to Cheefoo. 


On tho European station there have 


been only three vessels tho past year, 
and ono of these is coining home, the 
Quinnebaug. 
Of tlio other two, one, the 


Enterprise, is at Zanzibar. The other, 
tho flagship Lancaster, is still somewhere 
on tho European shores. 
So that at 


present there is only ono poor old ship in 
Europe, and her boilers arc so worn out 
that tho engineers daro not apply more 
than ten pounds steam pressure. 


Of tho few vessels in our Pacific squad- 


ron the Trenton, the Vandalia and the 
Nipsic lie still and stark upon the coral 
roof at Apia, with their ribs broken. 


The old Kearsarge, that sank the Ala- 


bama off Cherbourg, Juno 19, 1804, is 
still on duty in tho North Atlantic squad- 
ron. 
The Hrooklyn, carrying 400 men, 


is in port now, home from China. She 
has gone out of commission. 
We have 


-four 
thoroughly equipped new steel 


cruisers, tho Boston, Atlanta, Chicago 
and York-town, on tho North Atlantic 
coast. The lioston and Atlanta are sister 
ships, and have been lying idlo at tiro 
Brooklyn navy yard for nearly a year. 
They havo not even done any nautical 
maneuvering or made any experimenting 
trips to speak of. 


Tho heavy guns of the Boston havo a 


range of nearly eight miles. The larg- 
est vessel in the North Atlantic squadron 
and one of the largest in the navy is the 
new Chicago, although she is not very 
fleet, making only fifteen knots an hour. 
Ono of tho fastest vessels in our navy is 
tho Yorktown, a small cruiser, making 
over seventeen knots an hour. But our 
fleetest man-of-war, as well as one of the 
most thoroughly equipped vessels of our 
new navy, will bo tho cruiser Charles- 
tori, just completed at Mare Island, San 
Fianci-ico. She made on her second trip 
over eighteen knots an hour. 


Tho Kcarsargo and tho Brooklyn are 


tho most famous of our war ships. Tho 
Brooklyn was in nearly every great na- 
val fight of tho war. 
Of late years sho 


has hern much about South American 
ports, and used to slip in and out of har- 
bor.s so quickly and silently that she was 
called tlio "Black Sneak."
